Method of making the Appearance of Ar- 
rears, when in truth there are none, or of making them ſeem 
more conſiderable than they really are, by — part of 
the Revenues, and directing the paying Money out of the te- 
ſpective Offices of the Receipt of the Revenues, for the Uſes 
of the Civil Government before they are paid into the Exche- 
quer ; by which means a Parliament may be miſled, as might 
have happened upon this Occaſion, if ſome Omiſſions in the 
Accounts delivered by the Secretary of the Treaſury had not 
been reQtified by thoſe called for by other Gentlemen.
